sw ollen w h en found, on ac­ 
count of being in the w ater for so 
long, and w as hardly recognizable. 
It w as brought to the u n d erta kin g 
rooms of L o d g e , S taley cS: Bostion, 
and this m orn in g rem oved to the 
residence, N o . 1109 South M oni-' 
teau street. 
M r. Boies w as 48 years of age. 
He w as born in N e w Y o r k state, 
and reared on a farm.

then w e n t to Kingle}% K a s ., where 
he w as cashier in a bank for sev 
eral years. 
H e came to Sedalia 
about eight years ago and en gaged 
in the real estate business. 
A t the 
time of his death he was a partner 
of G o r g e W . Brill. 
Mr. Boies was greatly interested 
in church w o r k and w as a prom ­ 
inent m em ber of the First C o n g ic 
gational church. 
H e held the of- 
ficts of deacon and clerk and had 
form erly been 
superintendent 
of 
the S u n d ay school. 
R e c e n tly he 
assumed charge of the S?cond C o n ­ 
gregational S u n d a y school in order 
to 
build 
it 
up. 
H e 
w as

form erly

Boies w as 
ready and 
w illin g to give his time and m oney 
in the cause of C h ristian ity, and 
his place as a w orker w ill be hard 
to fill.

CORN STALK PAPER. 


New Process That Promises Increased 
Profits for the Farmers. 
Lvery few y ears iliere is some new 
announcem ent of wonderful products 
to be derived from Indian corn. A t 
one tim e it is pith 
for 
rendering 
double walled ships unsinkable. A t 
anoth er it is cheap fodder. 
Awhile 
ago it was a jelly likc substance which 
could be used as an adulterant 
in 
niaking rubber goods, and now it is 
a superior grade of paper. T here was 
a basis of truth to the earlier stories 
here m entioned, although a fanciful 
superstructure of brilliant hope and 
exaggeration was built up on a small 
foundation. 
P erhaps this may also 
prove to be the case w ith the latest 
tale. A t any rate, say s the New Y ork 
T ribune, it would be wise not to ac­ 
cept as final the statem ents just now 
being m ade on the subject. T he full 
possibilities of corn may not 
have 
been realized in tlie past. 
I t may 
have a dozen new uses never before 
suspected. B ut the tr uth can seldom 
be ascertained w ith precision in a day , 
or a week, or a m onth. I t generally 
takes tim e to discover exactly how 
m uch m erit a new process possesses, 
if it is of any real value at all. ^ 
T he success of th e paper m aking 
sy stem apparently depends, to a great 
extent, on the efficiency of w hat is 
know n as the Sherwood machine for 
separating the h ard shell of a corn­ 
stalk from the soft interior. Accord­ 
ing to th e M anufacturers’ Eecord this 
m achine will take stalk-bearing ears, 
remove and husk the latter, tlirow 
th e corn out by itself, and th en go on 
and remove the shell from the pith 
of th e stalk. 
Endless belts or ^^con­ 
vey ors” carry these different 
m a­ 
terials to different places for future 
use. 
However, som ething more is 
necessary . I t m ust be shown th a t this 
stalk, after this treatm ent, is suitable 
for paper making. For more th an 20 
y ears there has been almost continual 
ta lk about m aking wrapping j)aper, 
and perhaps newspaper, out of ba­ 
gasse, or sugar cane from which the 
juice has been squeezed out. 
B ut 
somehow or other the cane paper in­ 
dustry does not develop. T here is a 
factory in Texas where wrapping pa­ 
per is m ade from bagasse, b ut as y et 
little or no newspaper is thus 
ob­ 
tained. I t is ¡possible, therefore, that 
in spite of the statem ents about to be 
quoted there may be some delay with 
cornstalk paper, too. However, here 
is w hat the M anufacturers’ Eecord 
say s about the plans of the Chicago 
corporation controlling the Sherwood 
machine: 
T he company proposes to establish 
depithing plants in the corn 
belt, 
each plant being situated in a tract 
te n miles square, so as to be easy of 
access to farmers, who will thus re­ 
ceive a profit on their entire corn crop, 
instead of only on the grain. Each of 
these plants will consist of ten ma­ 
chines capable of handling six tons 
each, or a total of GO tons 
a 
dav. 
P lans have been drawn and the con­ 
tract let for ten machines to comprise 
th e first ])lant, and the company an­ 
nounces that it hopes to have at least 
live of them in operation by th e end 
of this vear. 
«X 
A tte ntion is called to the produc­ 
tion from the pith of the cornstalk 
of a board or paper that is both grease 
and m oisture proof. The prospectus 
states th at samples of very thin pa­ 
per 
so 
m anufactured 
have 
been 
greased and h ung in the sun for three 
m onths, y et the grease did not pene­ 
tra te the paper. Such paper or board 
would, it is claimed, be of great value 
for packing cereals, the products of 
cracker factories, soaji, washing, pow­ 
der and other substances which are 
now put up in ordinary board or pa­ 
per th a t is first subjected to an ex­ 
pensive paraffin treatm ent. 
A num b e r of experienced paper 
and paper box board makers have, it 
is stated, examined samples of paper 
and paper box board made 
wholly 
from the shell of the stalk, and also 
th a t m ade wholly from the pith, be­ 
sides others made from a m ixture of 
the pith and the shell, and have pro­ 
no unced th e m superior in quality fo r 
the purposes for which they are in­ 
tended to be used. 
It is furth e r 
claimed th a t all who hav e ex amined 
the bleached pulp made fro m the 
shell o f the stalk hav e pro no unced it 
far superio r to any so da pulp pro - 
ducedj and o f sufficient strength and 


firmmvs to make fmo pa])or. such as 
])ook, writing, ledger and 
]nmi] pa­ 
pers, while t 1h' cost of ])rndueiiig {licse 
grades of paper, pulp ami boards is 
mueli less than the cost oi ])roduction 
by ])rescut materials and processes. 
I he ])ith of the stalk is also said to 
be very valuable for preparing cellu­ 
lose, guncotton, smokeless powder, 
varnish and divers other 
products, 
and it is, moreover, stated that l)y 
mixing with the pith the waste clip­ 
pings of leather the company 
can 
make a iloor covering su])crior to any 
now made and at less cost, wliile wall 
decorations and paneling capable of 
being embossed and finished in ar­ 
tistic patterns and at moderate cost 
may likewise be manufactured.

COLUMBIA’S EM ERALD MINES. 


Were Idle a Century , But Are to Bf" 
Worked Once More. 
A report on the coudition and trad^ 
of the republic of Colombia, with the 
exception of the District of Baiiama, 
fpr the y ear 19 01, just issued by the 
foreign office, accurdiug to the Lon­ 
don Globe, stalls that the emerald 
iniues of Muzo and Coscuez, the prop­ 
erty of the Colombian government, 
have produced the finest emeralds in 
the world. They are at present rent­ 
ed to a British company . 
Up to the 
y ear 18 7 5 all the emerald mines in 
the eoiintrv were the j)roperty of the 
nation. 
After that date the govern­ 
ment granted the right of e x})loration 
and working on private enterprise, re­ 
serving only the right to the Muza and 
Coscuez mines. 
Since then several 
companies have been foriiu d and con­ 
siderable capital expended, with very 
poor results. The most promising of 
ihc^e seem to be 
the 
Somondoco 
mines, worked by a British company . 
The department of Bay aca, from a 
mining point of view, is of a totally 
different geological formation to the 
other mining departments of the re­ 
public, no gold or silver being found 
save in the few rivers empty ing into 
the Magdalena. 
The one great mine 
of production is that of Muzo, famous 
since the y ear 1555 for the production 
of the finest emeralds of the world, a 
stone in the rough w*eighing 2.330 
carats having been taken from one 
of tlic many veins of this mine. These 
mine? are the property of the Co­ 
lombian government, 
which leases 
them for periods* of five y ears to the 
highest bidder at public auction, 
w’hich 
takes 
place in tlie capital 
of the republic one y ear previous to 
the expiration of the term in force. 
The value of the production of these 
mines has alw'ay s been kept a secret 
by the lessors. 
T he mode of w^orking is similar to 
that adopted in Eurojie in largiMjuar- 
rv mines. The top soil is removed by 
hy draulic monitor washing iiniil the 
slate rock is left bare, this being cut 
away by means of long, strong bars 
handled bv native labor, which is 
cheap, abundant, and very good, and 
with the aid of blasting with h’ack 
powder manufaciun-d ai the mine- 
and eiiipl'oy cd where no diimage can 
be done to existing veins. 
1’lie pre­ 
cious stones arv then extracted from 
the vein.-, which run in nogi\i ii dirt e- 
tioii or angle in this slate rock iVriiia- 
tion. 
'File stones are fount] 
eliieiiy 
in pocket-, hut occasionally sonu-are 
found isolated from the veins, luct s- 
.-itaiing con.'-iant care and vigilance. 
The immense aiiutunl td’ tb bris re­ 
sulting from the eiilting wliich luees- 
sarily fall- from the ijiiarrv ].- toirried 
away by means of dis e lia r g tof wa­ 
tt r from reservoirs at an 
eb vat ion 
above the workings 
by 
means 
of 
.-iplions which crnjdy the loek, whin 
full, aiitomatieally , great care ]>eing 
taken conveniently to 
tlireei 
this 
great discharge of water so that no 
damage may be done to existing ]>ru- 
ductive veins. 
The short term of 
the lease does not admit of any very

RAILROAD RUMBLE 


Widow Loses an Important 
Su it tor Damag 'es. 


ONCE AWAHDEl) $23,000. 


Items ot Ihtei cst Picked Up from 
Va- 
rions 8ou t ees for the Benefit ot 
“Democrat” Headers, 


A fter hav ing been ordered to pay 
$23,000 in damag es to the widow 
of one of its former condu ctors, the 
Delaware, Lackawana and W est­ 
ern railroad has ju st secu red an 
opinion from the appellate div ision 
of the su pierrc cou rt of Pennsy l­ 
v ania which rev erses the ju dg ment 
of the lower cou rt and practically 
disposes of the case in fav or of the 
railroad company . 
The case in­ 
v olv ed many delicate qu estions of 
the theory of contribu tory neg li­ 
g ence and the present decision is 
reg arded as definitely deciding an 
important phase of railroad damag e 
su its. 
In 189 6 a freig ht train condu ctor 
was killed while sitting in his ca­ 
boose as a resu lt of a rear end col­ 
lision, near Strou dsbu rg , Pa. 
Su it 
was brou g ht by the widow, who 
secu red a ju dg meu t ag ainst the 
railroad company for $9 ,o(x >. 
The 
company appealed to the appellate 
div ision and obtained a rev ersal of 
ju dg ment. 
The case was tried the 
second time du ring the past winter 
and resu lted in a ju dg ment ag ainst 
the railroad company for $23,000. 
The company appealed a second 
time, and has ju st iccu red an opin­ 
ion which practically ends the case 
in its fav or. 
The ev idence showed 
that the ru les of the company re­ 
qu ired the condu ctor to send a 
brakeman back half a mile to flag 
approaching trains. 
The brake­ 
man, howev er, went back only be­ 
tween 200 and 300 feet. 
The ev idence also showed that 
the condu ctor did not leav e his ca­ 
boose to eee that the brakeman 
performed his du ty and the cou rt 
held that this neg lig ence of the 
condu ctor 
was the approx imate 
cau se of the accident and that, 
therefore, he was g u ilty of neg ­ 
lig ence which contribu ted to the 
accident, and that his widow is 
not entitled to recov er.
